Former Phillies ace, 40, dies in Fla. plane crash 


The righthander is remembered as a cerebral, tenacious all-star. “Baseball's heart hurts.”

Roy Halladay, 40, the ace 
pitcher with a legendary 
work ethic who authored a 
Phillies perfect game and 
postseason no-hitter and 
could manipulate a baseball 
like few in his generation, 
was killed Tuesday when his 
small plane crashed into the 


Gulf of Mexico. 

The Pasco County (Fla.) 
Sheriff's Office confirmed Mr. 
Halladay’s death and said ina 
news conference that the spe- 
cifics of the accident were 
still under investigation. Au- 
thorities said Mr. Halladay’s 
plane, an ICON A5 single-en- 
gine, amphibious aircraft, 
crashed about 1 p.m. about 10 


miles west of St. Petersburg, 
Fla. Mr. Halladay was the 
only one aboard. 

“We are numb over the 
very tragic news about Roy 
Halladay’s untimely death,” 
the Phillies said in a state- 
ment. “There are no words to 
describe the sadness that the 


entire Phillies family is feel-

arry Krasner was elected Philadelphia dis- 
trict attorney on Tuesday, capping a once-im- 
probable campaign to be the city’s top prose- 
cutor and amid signals that he would bring 
significant, if not drastic, changes to the of- 
fice. 

A longtime defense lawyer, the Democrat won de- 
spite lacking political or prosecutorial experience 
and, at least early in the race, establishment support. 
But he rode the fi- 
nancial backing of 
one of his party’s 
most progressive bil- 
lionaires, and bene- 
fited from a frac- 
tured field of oppo- 
nents. 

His last challenger, Republican Beth Grossman, 
proved to be slightly more formidable than some of 
her party’s predecessors in a city dominated by Dem- 
ocrats. But Grossman failed Tuesday to convince 
enough voters that her 21 years as an assistant dis- 
trict attorney made her the better choice. 

The Associated Press proclaimed Krasner the win- 
ner just after 9 p.m. With nearly 98 percent of the 
votes counted, he had outpaced her by a 3-1 ratio,
